The Gilmore Foundation Healthcare 
Endowed Scholarship is open to full-time 
students who are Mississippi residents majoring 
in a health science education program. 
Recipients must maintain a 2.5 grade point 
average or higher. First preference will be 
students from Monroe County and second, 
those from the rest of IGC s district including 
Chickasaw, Itawamba, Lee апа Pontotoc 
counties. If there is no qualified candidate, 
other students may be considered. 

The $60,000 gift from the Gilmore 
Foundation will fund a $57,000 endowment 
and provide $3,000 to enable the scholarship 
to be awarded immediately for the 2022-23 
academic year. The giftis endowed through the 
Itawamba Community College Foundation, 
Inc. 

“We're very excited to be able to start 
this endowment at the level we were able to,” 
said Skip Miles, Gilmore Foundation board 
chairman. “Supporting ICC is important 
because it prepares people for that next level. 
We are here because of healthcare, and we 
know how important it 1s to our local area as 
both a community service and an economic 
driver. We are very excited to be able to make 
a difference and to again be a partner with 
Itawamba Community College." 

This is not the Gilmore Foundation’s first 
time to support ICC’s health science education 
programs. They provided $1 million to help 
fund the construction of the Health Science 
Education Center on the west side of the 


Tupelo Campus. The 80,000-square-foot state- 
of-the-art facility, which opened in 2013, enables 
eight different allied health programs to utilize 
the team approach by educating and training 
students in the same environment, a unique 
concept in education. 

The Gilmore Foundation also pioneered 
the concept of the community college tuition 
guarantee program for Monroe County students 
at ICC. That idea would later be replicated by 
the other four counties in ТСС» district. 

“Itawamba Community College appreciates 
its continuing partnership with the Gilmore 
Foundation and recognizes with gratitude 
all of the lives that it has touched with its past 
contributions to the construction of the Health 
Science Education Center and the tuition 
guarantee program, which provides funds to 
enable students to earn a degree at ICC,” said 
ICC President Dr. Jay Allen. “Many of those 
students are the first in their families to attend 
college.” 

The Gilmore Foundation 15 a private not- 
for-profit organization serving Monroe County.

With the creation of two endowed funds, 
PryorMorrow Architects have invested in the futures 
of Itawamba Community College’s students for years 
to come. 

Created through the ICC Foundation, Inc., 
the PryorMorrow Endowed Scholarship and the 
PryorMorrow Academic Enrichment Endowment 
have become a reality through connections with ICC 
of the company’s founding director/architect, Chris 
Morrow, AIA, and president/architect managing 
principal, Michael Taylor, AIA, both community 
college products. 

Morrow’s roots with ICC run deep. A Fulton 
native, both his grandmother and mother worked 
at the college. His grandmother retired from the 
cafeteria, and his mother spent more than 30 years in 
the registrar’s office, starting under the administration 
of John Crubaugh, second ICC president. Morrow's 
fond memories include afternoons spent in her office 
after school and his days as a student at both IAHS 
and ПС, which shared the same campus. Although 
his educational journey took him to Mississippi State 
University, he said that “The best instructors I ever 
had were on this campus. I would not be here today 
without ICG.” 

Taylor said that all of the current owners in 
PryorMorrow had their start at a community college. 
As a first-generation college graduate, he noted their 
value. “Community colleges are a great steppingstone 
for so many people both financially and to get a start 
on their education.” 

Recipients of the endowed scholarship, which 
will be awarded beginning this fall, shall be full- 
time students who are Mississippi residents who are 
either majoring in art or enrolled in a health science 
program. The recipient must maintain a 2.5 grade 
point average to retain the scholarship. 

“The PryorMorrow Endowed Scholarship will 
greatly benefit art majors, who are often struggling 
financially" said Shawn Whittington, director of 
ICC's art department. "Providing funds to our 
students will relieve distracting burdens and allow 
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them to focus on the arduous demands of the 
curriculum. The ICC Art Department is grateful for 
the generosity and efforts of all involved who helped 
with this endowment." 

The academic enrichment endowment will be 
utilized by ТОС president to support programs that 
enrich and enhance the student academic experience, 
which may include bringing in guest speakers or 
lecturers, hosting fine arts experiences or other 
opportunities. 

“PryorMorrow believes strongly in giving service 
back to the community, and ICC is a perfect example 
of that,” Morrow said. “It is what you do. Community 
colleges are all about service." 

Both Morrow and Taylor also expressed their 
appreciation for the working relationship that their 
firm and ICC have. PryorMorrow has worked on 
several projects for ICC, including roof replacements, 
renovations at all three ICC locations as well as the 
transformation of a former bank building into the 
soccer complex at the Fulton Campus and most 
recently, Magnolia Hall, which opens this fall. 

“We enjoy working with ICC and the planning 
vision that the administration has," Taylor said. 

“The College appreciates its continued partnership 
with PryorMorrow,” said ICC President Dr. Jay 
Allen. “Their commitment to investing in ICC’s 
current and future students through its design work 
for our structures and now this endowed scholarship 
as well as academic enrichment endowment will pay 
dividends in years to come in better futures for all of 
our students."

In addition, for more than 25 years, Morris 
served as an instructor for the Emergency 
Medical Technician (ЕМ Т-Вазїс) course at ICC, 
where he left a legacy as well. То honor both him 
and his dedicated service, his coworkers, friends 
and family have established the Charles Morris 
Outstanding Emergency Medical Technician 
Award, which will be presented to the most 
outstanding student who has completed the 
EMT-Basic course each year. It will also include 
a $700 stipend. 

“There is a quote that Charles came up with 
years ago, and we use it as EMS’s motto," said Al 
Wright and Kathy Wood, current codirectors for 
the North Mississippi EMS authority. “Through 
the Thousands We ‘Teach; The Millions We 
Touch. We feel that this award will honor that 
spirit that he embodied.” 

Mississippians for EMS called Morris an 
EMS giant. Charles spent his life in service to 
others through his years of service as an EMT 
and his leadership of North Mississippi Training 
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Authority. Countless lives have been saved as a 
result of the impeccable training he provided for 
EM Is, EMS drivers, EMRs and paramedics. 

“Itawamba Community College is honored 
that the North Mississippi EMS has created an 
award for the ЕМ Т-Вазїс program in memory 
of Mr. Morris,” said Josh Gammill, director of 
continuing education. “Mr. Morris’s support and 
partnership with the EM'I-Basic program was 
instrumental in the foundation of the program, 
and we are grateful that this legacy will live on 
through this award while continuing to benefit 
the students who are choosing the profession that 
he dedicated his life to.” 

Current ICC EM I-Paramedic instructor 
Kristi Glasson agrees. “Countless lives have been 
saved as a result of his leadership, his training 
and his demand for excellence.

ЕМ Т-Вазїс is an instructional course that 
prepares individuals to function in the prehospital 
environment. lt provides instruction in basic 
Ше support care of sick and injured persons, 
including airway assessment; communications; 
documentation; general pharmacology; 
hemorrhage control; ambulance operations; 
splinting of adult, pediatric and infant patients 
and special care of patients exposed to heat, cold 
radiation or contagious diseases. Participants in 
the program intern with an ambulance service 
providing advanced life support services to the 
community. 


NATURAL SCIENCE CONTRIBUTION

Itawamba Community College’s Natural 
Science Department has a new tool to enhance 
the teaching and learning experience for 
faculty and students. 

Dr. Raymond Mathis, who co-owns 
Shiloh Apothecary in Corinth, with his wife, 
Dr. Stephanie Mathis, recently donated a 
Microsphere 4x2 Aseptic Isolator Glove Box 
for use in the science labs. 

The device is an aseptic sterilizer, which 
has a vacuum filtration system that provides a 
sterile environment for working with 
microorganisms, sterile materials or 
chemicals in the lab, according to Dr. 
Jada Mills, Natural Science division 
chair and biology instructor. It can 
be used for aseptic techniques for 
students in microbiology or general 
biology as well as a portable hood for 


chemistry. 
“Natural Science 18 very 
appreciative of Dr. Mathis’s 


thoughtful donation of the aseptic 
sterilizer,” Mills said. “We have 
gained a new piece of equipment that 
would not have been purchased but 
will þe utilized in microbiology and 
general biology courses.” 

Members of the Natural Science 


faculty are excited for this new addition that will 
impact their students. 

“The Aseptic Sterilizer 1s a piece of equipment 
that I have always described to my students 
when teaching septic technique in the lab," said 
biology instructor Denise Rakestraw.

The $1 million Aspen Prize is 
the nation's signature recognition 
of community colleges that are 
achieving high, improving and 
equitable outcomes for students. 

In years past, only 10 finalists 
have been named, and the change 
is designed to highlight the 
increased number of colleges across 
the country doing excellent work, 
according to the announcement 


from the Aspen Institute College 
Excellence Program. 

“Being selected as а 
semifinalist from among eligible 
community colleges across the 
nation is not only an honor, but 
it is monumental for ICC to 
be chosen among the top two- 
year institutions across Ámerica 
to continue to compete for the 
significant Aspen Prize,” said 
ICC President Dr. Jay Allen.

Awarded every two years,
